across the North American Continent 
the first, and still the only actual 


| transcontinental line connecting the 
|two great oceans—was a remarkable 
}achievement whose importance was 


accentuated by the fact that for many 
hundreds of miles its lines traversed 
unknown—where 


regions altogether 
men did not live—around the rock- 
, bound northern shores of Lake Su- 


perior, across the far western plains 
then in utter solitude, and over Na- 


ture’s majestic sky-scrapers in the 
Canadian Rockies. 
No less wonderful has been the 


growth and expansion of Canada’s 
great national highway during the 
intervening quarter of a century. The 


company did not merely remain a 
common carrier—it become more—a 
developer and Empire builder—and 


‘so potent a factor in filling the wants 
of others as well as the vast army 
of travellers that both on land and 
sea the C.P.R. today is a name to 
conjure with. From comparatively 
small beginnings, as seen by twen- 
tieth century eyes, it has developed

inland waters—an immigration agen- 
ey that has peopled half a_contin- 
ent, even to furnishing ready-made 
homes to the home seekers—a_ force- 
ful factor in the development of mines 
and mining—an inaugurator of huge 
irrigation works where thousands are 
employed in building its rolling 
stock, has its own telegraph and ex- 

ress services that reach everywhere, 
and a chain of pulatial hotels to 
comfortably house those who travel, 
and it even employs Swiss guides to 
pilot daring mountaineers to dizzy 
heights and runs sanitariums and 
summer resorts where the pleasure 
seeker may holiday and the health 
of the invalid be restored. Its re- 
cord fully justifies the name happily 
bestowed upon it by an eminent 
European — ‘Providence Incorporat- 
ed.” 

A few figures will give some idea 
of the greatness of its growth :— 

The total earnings in 1886 were a 
little over $10,000,000, and the net 
earnings less than $4,000,000, the sur- 
plus after deducting fixed charges be- 
ing $653,444. This year’s gross earn- 
ings will probably be over $104,000,- 
600 and the net earnings about $37,- 
600,000. The mileage then was 4,051 
miles; today it is, including controlled 


lines, about 15,500 miles. The num- 
ber of passengers then carried was 
1.299.319 and the tons of freight ag- 
gregated 2,046,195. The approximate 
figures for the past twelve months 
are over 12,000,000 passengers, and 


21,350,000 tons of freight. A compar- 
ison of the figures shows that a con- 
siderable reduction in the rates has 
tuken place .In 1886 the average 
‘earnings per passenger per mile was 
2.10 cents and freight averaged 1.10 
cents per ton per mile. Today the 
figures are for passengers 1.93 cents 
per mile and for freight 0.800 cents 
per ton per mile. A comparison of 
the equipment then and today shows 
how the company has kept pace with

Still more marked is the increase in 
ihe marine department. In 1886 the 
CP.R, fleet consisted of two steam- 
ers on the Great Lakes. Today, it 
has fleets on many waters. Its red 
and white checkered house flag floats 
over sixteen Atlantic liners, four 
Pacific liners, twenty-two 
on the Pacific Coast service, five on 
the Great Lakes service, twenty-two 
on the inland waters of British Co- 
_lumbia, and two in the ferry service 
on the Detroit river—a total of 71 
‘ vessels—and this number will be in- 
lereased by the building of several 
‘new steamships for the ocean service 


and by the acquisition of the Do- 
minion Atlantic railway and its 
steamships. 


There seems to be no finality to the 
company’s work. In addition to the’ 
| large original cost of the railway and 
equipment hundreds of millions of 
dollars have been expended on im- 
provements such as double tracking, 
reduction of grades, curves eliminat- 
jed, replacing wooden bridges with 
steel structures, erecting new stations 
and enlarging old ones, ete., and the 
policy of extending branch lines 
wherever needed is still being vigor- 
ously pursued, 

In one way only has the C.P.R. re- 
mained “as it was,’ and that is in 
the retention of the services of offi- 
cials and employees, It is practi- 
cally manned today as it was a quar- 
ter of a century ago, with, of course, 
the addition of many thousands re- 
quired by the expansion of the road,

BIBLES IN THE WORLD. 


The Scandinavian Eddas the Most Re- 
cent of the Seven. 

The world has seven Bibles. They 
ire the Koran of the Mohammedans, 
the Eddas of the Scandinavians, the 
Cripitaka of the Buddhists, the Five 
Kings of the Chinese, the Three Vedas 
*f the Hindus, the Zendavesta and 
the Scriptures of the Christians. 

The Koran is not older than the sev- 
enth century of our era. It is a com- 
pound of quotations from the Old and 
New Testaments, the Talmud and the 
gospel of St. Barnabas. The Eddas of 
the Scundinayiaus were published in 
the eleventh century and are the most 
recent of these seven Bibles. The Bud. 
dhists’ Tripitaka contain sublime mor- 
als and pure inspirations. Their au- 
thor lived and died in the seventh cen- 
ury before Christ. 

The sacred writings of the Chinese 
ire called the Five Kings, “king” 
meaning web of cloth or the warp that 
keeps the threads in their places, They 
‘ontain the choicest sayings of the 
best ages on the ethicopolitical duties 
of life. These sayings cannot be traced 
to a period higher than the eleventh 
century B. C. The Three Vedas are 
the most ancient books of the Hindus, 
and it is the opinion of great scholars 
that they are okier than the eleventh 
century B. C. 

The Zendavesta of the Persians is 
the grandest of al] the sacred books 
pext to the Bible. Zoroaster, whose 
sayings it contains, was born in the 
twelfth century B. C—New York Her- 
ud. 


History In Toys. 

The history of the world is crystal 
sed in the children's toys. Each great 
war leaves soldiers in the narsery cup 
board dreseed correctly to a strap and 
button. This has always been so. As 
each successive age in the world’s his 
tory has gone by the weapons of that 
age have passed to the hands of the 
boys as toys.
